been a commencement. Thus we 
reason, but never stop to think 
that such a ratiocination would eli- 
minate God from the universe, in 
the same manner as it bounds eter- 
nity. Back of the question, ‘‘who 
made the universe?” is the other 
question, “Who made God?” If 
we answer that ‘‘God had no com- 
mencement—that he always was,” 
we establish the hypothesis. that 
the universe had no beginning but 
that it always was. But if, we as- 
sume that God is the eternal force 
always present in all matter, then 
matter and God are co-existant, 
and neither made the other; but 
have been in some form from eter- 
nity. à 

There must have been a sub- 
stance out of which to create things, 
or they could not have been brought 
into existence. We cannot con- 
ceive of something created out of 
nothing, nor of life existent inde- 
pendent of matter, because where 
there is life, we always find it at- 
tached to something; that is some- 
thing is alive. We can no more 
think of a living bodiless formless 
entity—a living nothing, floating 
about thru spacet--han we can 
think of the endless stretches of 
all the past. And should there be 
such an empty entity, it would be 
incompetent ‘to create matter: for 
it could not come in tangible rela- 
tions with it. There’ could be no 
such thing as an empty entity (ex- 
cuse the paradox) floating some- 
where in infinite space or filling in- 
finite space, when there was noth- 
ing of it with which to fill it. 


IMPERSONALITY OF GOD. 


Those who believe in a direct crea- 
tion are generally also believers in 
the personality of God. Indeed, 
they are compelled to that belief by 
the logic of their theory. They gen- 
erally assume that God is pleased or 
displeased with our actions, which 
cannot affect him either favorably 
or unfavorably if he is not related 
to matter. If he is only an entity 
existing apart from. matter, he is 
independent of all relations, either 
animal or human, and since he can- 
not be affected by them, he can 
have no relation with those who are 
affected by them. IfGod is a per- 


son, as is generaily assumed, then 
he isnot apart from matter. If he 


is not apart from matter, then mat- 
ter in was existence co-temporaneous 
with Him, and it was unnecessary to 
create it. If it was created who 
created the matter of his person. 
WAS THE UNIVERSE PLANNED? 


The process of creation is repre- 
sented to us as if God was an archi- 
tect, or mechanic; and that he put 
things together much as a workman 
now puts materials together to 
bring forth the creations of their 
minds. That God is in all things, I 
need not assert after what I have 
already said, and that all things as- 
sume and change shapes, and consti- 
tuencies in harmony with environ- 
ments, in consequence of His Im- 
manence, I believe I have made 
clear; but that these creations were 
made with any direct aimto accom- 
plish any predefined purpose, I can 
neither comprehend nor believe. If 
there had been a purpose in the 
creation of our earth, there would 
have been no explosives introduced 
for they destroy orbreakit up differ- 
ent from the first plan, nor should 
we have any cyclones or tornadoes 
to denude it of timber and vegeta- 
tion. Ifexplosives were necessary 
to the pulverization ofthe earth, 
then it was not created perfect. 

A PUSPOSE IN LIFE. 

There is a purpose in life and that 
Purpose is a natural sequence of life 
and without it life would not be. 
This purpose is to reach ever and

‘In ca 
ing out this great purpose wh ch 
self, is an attribute of life, ato

molecules, and molecules around — 
each other, giving off their substances _ 


to other molecules, as the rose gives 
off its substance in the aroma that 
fills the room, to other molecules, 
and receiving in return material 
from other molecules, thus changing 
their chemical organisms and reach- 
ing a higher position in life. Planets 
revolve about suns, and moving 
“forward and back” to and from 
each other, gathering in the materi- 
als and star-dust floating in ether, 
near their orbits and continually in- 
creasing their bulk and weight; and 
suns revolving about each other, 
and the universe, carrying their re- 
volving planets with them, gather- 
ings material in their infinite jour- 
neys. 

Thus creation is ever in process— 
not from the will, or fiat, or purpose 
of any personalbeing, but from eter- 
nal causes existing in matter, the 
matter of those myriads of worlds 
existing in space; and this creation 
is, afterall, only evolution, a process 
of renewal. “In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth.” 
Gen. 1: 1. Scholarstell us that word 
translated *‘created,”’ is ‘‘boro’’—re- 
newed, and this agrees with all 
scientific observation. -Even in the 
human system, the process of elimi- 
nation and renewal is in continual 
operation. Whenever this process 
is interfered with, or suspended, the 
body commences to decay, and the 
spirit takes its flight. Every mo- 
ment of our lives, every moment of 
eternity, ‘‘all things’’ are being 
“created new.” It is a process‘and 
condition of life—of matter; it acts 
without reference to any particular 
individual, entirely oblivious to its 
counter effects on any other indivi- 
dual, so that if God purposes every- 
thing, he is continually working 
at cross purposes with Himself. 

NATURE UNCHANGEABLE. 

Prayers to God, asking him to in- 
terfere with the manifestations of 
nature must be barren of results, in- 
so-far as a controvention of nature 
is concerned. It was once custo- 
mary to offer prayers for favorable 
winds for voyagers on the seas who 
were going inevery direction, con- 
trary to each other. It assumes 
that the particular sailors they were 
praying for should be favored, ignor- 
ing the fact other sailing vessels 
were going in an opposite direction, 
and were as badly in need of reverse 
winds from those prayed for. If 
God should answer ali prayers, He 
would again be working at cross- 
purposes with Himself. It would 
be just as impossible for him to fav- 
or the prayers of the chaplains of 
two contending armies arrayed 
against each other, and the chap- 
lains would necessarily would have 
a prayer combat, with the result 
that the strongest should prevail. 
The only way open to God in such 
cases, is to go ahead and do as He 
would have done, had no prayers 
been offered. As nature is unchange- 
able, there can be no special provi- 
dences. Nature’s law is inherent in 
every molecule of matter. What- 
ever changes may be forced by art 
is always done in harmony with her 
laws.

been here to-day, and I. consider it 
no slight honor to be permitted to 
speak the truth as it is in my heart 
to people who desire the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth. 

The theme which I have chosen 
for to-day is this: ‘‘The true and 
the false in Theology.” 

“Truth is the only thing which 
lives for ever. Truth is the eternal 
verity of the Omnipotent himself, 
and yet how slow we are to realize 
and appreciate this fact. Fidelity 
to the truth is the watchword of the 
hour. If aman istrue to himself it 
must follow that he cannot be false 
to any man; and if not falseto man, 
how can he be false to his God? The 
way to God is thru vour fellow man, 
-—‘‘inasmuch as ye have done it to” 
the lowest, in the pureness and- 
sweetness of character, ye have done 
it to:the highest!” : 

Our very lives consist of stages, 
each of which reject many old at- 
tributes and develop those which 
are new and which make strength. 
We behold the manifestions of God’s 
handiwork in the beauty of the hu- 
man body, we look upon it and say 
this specimen of God’s entity was 
never made to die. But we are mis- 
taken. Our nation and the work of 
our nation are perishable. In. fact 
there is nota single thing material 
or that belongs to this life, save 
alone that which is true, noble and 
pure, which is to remain and abide 
in its permanency forever. Some 
have paid the price for this truth, 
some have laid down their lives for 
it,—that you and I to-day all sit in 
the quiet of this Assembly room un- 
molested. Take those Hugenots 
who were banished frem their coun- 
try and fled tothe Protestant states 
of Europe and to the state of good 
hope,—those who, like yourselves, 
were seeking the truth, and many 
often found, and have a home in 
this country. Some built their own 
chapel in Charleston, and their songs 
of praise rose in the tranquil air. 
But these very truth seekers, unfort- 
unately, when they came into con- 
trol, began to burn witches and to 
try, it may be animals and church- 
bells, for heresy. The church laid 
her tyrannical hand uponthem, and 
this very'simple, sweet truth was 
confiscated again to the so-called 
church of the living God. There 
was a backward movement “instead 
of progress that ought to have been 
made, instead of that which is true, 
beautiful and sweet, and because of 
the heroic lives of these men we are 
able to analyze and exchange 
thoughts with each other. 

I stand here determined to secure 
the truth which you Spiritualists 
have, and yet it would be untruth- 


ful tó say that I see beyond the 
darkness that engulfs me. One 


thing appealsto me and that is, that 
the very fact we have a desire in 
our hearts for the continuity of life 
is almost proof positive, it is at 
least evidence, that there must be a 
continuous life beyond the grave.

“Unconscious Consciousness.” 

The above, tho apparently para- 
doxical, ıs no more so than “dumb 
language.” 

If we consider that a willing ear 
or an attentive mind isthe conscious 
attitude, and that we often become 
conscious of others’ feelings or 
thoughts for us without willing it, 
we can hardly find a better term to 
express the fact. Weare not con- 
Sciously attentive and yet we are 
made to know. 

Of course, we must be receptive 
to unseen influences (the finer forces 
of nature) to know what these 
others may not want known. But 
such secrets can not be hidden from 
sensitives or mediums, psychics or 
men and women of genius (artists, 
poets, journalists, etc.) 

All of the last named must be re- 
ceptive to unseen influences, feel- 
ings, impulses or thoughts, to be 
classed under that head;and wheth- 
er they come from spirits or mortals 
is indifferent. One is sensed as 
readily as the other; and those mor- 
tals who think they can harbor ill- 
feeling against this class without it 
being cognized by them are delud- 
ing themselves very extensively.

The hypocrite, the liar, 
the unprincipled villian, who poses 
as a good citizen or evades the law 
by chicanery, position or wealth, 
are the bad examplers and masquera- 
ders among well-meaning or honest 
people. Their selfishness is even 
greater than than that of the first- 
quoted, because they make demands 
that the others donot. They add 
impudence, aye, arrogance to their 
selfishness.

Carefully weighing the evidence, 
Mr. Haggard concludes that the dog 
must have been killed sometime 
near 11 o'clock Saturday night as 
no trains run on Sunday. Mr. Hag- 
gard, therefore confesses himself 
forced to the following conclusions: 
The dog either at the time of his 
death or several hours thereafter 
did succeed in calling its master’s 
attention to its death. Ifthe dis- 
solution occurred at the moment of 
communication, Mr. Haggard re- 
gards the phenomenon as that of 
telepathy, altho this is the first 
case of telepathic communication 
between a human being and one of 
the lower animals. If, on the other 
hand, the dissolution occurred some 
three hours previously, it must 
have been some nonbodily, but sur- 
viving part of the life or spirit of 
the dog which reproduced these 
things upon the dormant brain of 
the deep sleeper. The third possi- 
bility, bat one which has over- 
whelming evidence against it, is 
that the dog may have been killed 
on Monday morning, in which case 
the dream was buta shadow of its 
forthcoming fate. Mr. Haggard 
says he does not for a moment be- 
lieve this to be the case. Mr. Hag- 
gard asks for an investigation of 
the incident by competent persons. 

Most persons have read the re- 
markable story told by Dr. Funk, 
called the “Widow's Mite,” in which 
he recites the finding of a coin, thru 
the spirit of Henry Ward Beecher.

Power Delonas at the Dead Sea. 
It is well known that the level of 
the Dead Sea is far below that of the 
Mediterranean. It isnow proposed, 
we are told by a contributor to Cos- 


mas (Paris) to utilize this difference 
for the development of power. The 
promoters of the scheme propose to 
dig a canal thru which the waters 
of the Mediterranean are to flow in- 
to the Dead Sea, and they rely on 
the powerful evaporation of the 
Dead Sea basin to keep the latter 
from filling up. It is this evapora- 
tion (estimated at 6,000,000 tons of 
water daily) that is responsible for 
the low level of this body of water 
and its saltness, it having no outlet. 
Says.the author of the article to 
which reference has just been made: 

“In a word, we have a difference 
in level of 400 meters (1,312 feet) 
between the Mediterranean and the 
Dead Sea, and asthe level of the 
latter falls constantly, we can turn 
into it the waters of the former 
without fear that the basin will be 
filled. If, then, we should wish to 
utilize this considerable fall to gen- 
erate electric power that could be 
distributed overall Palestine, we 
should only have to cut a canal to 
bring in the waters of the Mediterra- 
nean;and even if we should get on- 
ly two horse-power to the liter, it 
will be easily seen what an almost in 
exhaustible source we should have. 
This water would flow into the Dead 
Sea, whence the sun would pump it 
up again, discharging it as vapor into 
the atmosphere, and thus obliging 
it to perform d continuous and gi- 
gantic work for the greater consola- 
tion of the promoter. Theoretically 
this is seductive, and certainly it is 
no small thing to have the sun asa 
forced collaborator. There is one 
gloomy point, however—the utiliza- 
tion of this immense force placed at 
the disposal of Palestine. Indust- 
Tiesdo not exist, and do not seem 
ready tospring up. As of yore, the 
native lives under his own vine and 
fig tree, and devotes himself to the 
ptimitive agriculture of his remote 
ancestors, which is sufficient for his 
most pressing needs. We do not 
yet see a manufactory of chemical 
products on the heights of Jerusa- 
lem; and a carbide works at Jaffa.” 
—Literary Digest.

The Pittsburg Leader A Aug. 3d 
prints this: 

Benjamin Hitchcock, Who for 
ten years has made his home in a 
dilapidated boat house on the river 
bank at Harpsburg, is going to Eu- 
rope. He will take steps to recover 
an inheritance in England out of 
which he thinks he was cheated 
years ago. He is over 76 years 
old, and the legacy he says was left 
him 35 years ago by an aunt who 
died in Worcesterhire shortly after 
he came to this country to make 
his fortune.

It is not the whistling per se that 

y irritates, but the monotony of its 
> rapid key-note. We can endure a certain 
amount of it, because if not in accord 
with our own soul's movement we 
stem ourselves | against it—making 
ourselves momentarily positive to it. 
But if it continues in the same pitch 
for any length of time, the soul be- 
comes weary or impatient in its en- 
deavor to throw it off, and irrita- 
tion begins. This develops into an- 
ger, if there is no relief, and the 
whistler may find himself suddenly 
the object of censure or discipline by 
more than one individual, who has 
been unpleasantly disturbed by his 
musical display. 

Thus any musical instrument may 
irritate if it happens to be keyed out 
of harmony with our own momen- 
tary attunement. Of course, the 
strongly positive individual may rise 
above it or attune himself unwitting- 
ly to a distance beyond the vibra- 
tion, where it will not touch hm 
sensitively, even if he cannot close 
his audition to it. But such are in 
the minority, and lovers of music 
should note this fact and not oper- 
ate too long in one key; for as much 
as they disturb others, they will be 
disturbed in return by the unpleas- 
ant thought-waves that seek them 
in vindication of their aggravating 
or teasing influence. A sensitive 
musician will feel the effect and find 
his inclination leaving him. He 
may imagine himself tired or wear- 
ied, but it is something else—a spoke 
in his wheel, as it were. 

In the same manner a whole or- 
chestra may be out of tune with our 
own harpstrings, and the music then 
wearies or disturbs us rather than 
soothes, whereas another piece in 
another accord will have the reverse 
effect. 

The nerves are naturally the me- 
dium thru which the disturbance 
reaches the intelligently conscious 
man—the spirit--but there is such 
a thing as nerve-aura, which is as 
sensitive as the bodily nerves—if not 
more so—and as liable to irrritation 
as the latter. That anger may fol- 
low proves its connection with man’s 
superior consciousness—its relation 
to something near the heart-centre, 
which can reason and manifest 
pleasure or displeasure according to 
circumstances. As there is no brain- 
matter located in that region, it 
pvints to some other principles that 
has life or intelligence init. It may 
be the soul, and perhaps it is, con- 
sidering that music is a soul-qualifi- 
cation—whether giving it out, or 
enjoying it asa balm for that entity, 
and which latter fact is quite as pal- 
pable a proof of a soul-nature, as 
that hunger proves the existence cf 
a stomach. Without the organ 
there could be no desire; thus with- 
out a harmoniously vibration prin- 
ciple or law in that region there 
could be no desire or love for music. 

If one but gives himself up to a 
consideration of what it is that 
craves music at times and enjoys it, 
he will find that it is something sup- 
erior to a physical craving, and not 
located in the brain either, for its 
sensations or vibrations fill the 
breast rather than the brain as a 
stimulent, nourishment or gratifi- 
cation. 

Thru music alone man might prove 
to himself the existence of a soul-nat- 
ure, and make that the foundation 
for investigating Spiritualism.
